3, 1960, as a result of an appli- 
cation by the Research Station 
at Lethbridge, reports S. A. 
Wells, Cerealist at the Station. 
This variety was introduced 
from Krakow, Poland, in 1938 
by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. It was re- 
leased for commercial produc- 
tion in the United States in 
1957 and is being grown in 
Montana and Idaho.

THE CARBON CHRONICLE 


In co-operative tests through- 
out Canada over a four year 
period it averaged approxim- 
ately 14 percent higher in yield 
than Hannchen, In 49 tests in 
southern Alberta and south- 
western Saskatchewan in 1958 
and 1959, Betzes averaged 36.7 
bushels per acre and Compana 
34.3 bushels per acre. Betzes is 
shorter than Hannchen and is 
more resistant to lodging than 
Hannchen or Compana. Betzes 
has been classed as equal to 
Hannchen in malling quality 
and will consequently be elig- 
ible for the top C.W. 2-row 
grades. It is definitely superior 
to Compana in pearling quality. 
It is well known that the pearl- 
ing quality of Compana was 
never considered satisfactory 
for the export market to Japan. 
This may account in part for 
the virtual loss of this market. 
It is possible that there may be 
some demand in the future for 
Betzes for this market. Betzes 
is rather susceptible to shatter- 
ing and serious losses may be 
suffered if the crop is left stan- 
ding too long after maturity.

DON’T BURN STUBBLE 

The removal of straw from 
a 45 acre field is equivalent to 
removing approximately as 
much nitrogen as would be 
contained in a ton of ammon- 
ium nitrate costing about $90., 
says A. W. Goettel, Alberta’s 
Assistant Supervisor of Soils 
and Weed Control. While hand-

may present quite a problem, 
he urges farmers to take full 
advantage of all the benefits to 
be gained from proper utiliza- 
tion of trash cover, Where st- 
raw iis heavy, he suggests that 
the application of a fertilizer 
such as ammonium nitrate, 
broadcast at the rate of 70 to 
100 Ibs. per acre before seed- 
ing, will forestall temporary 
yield depression and produce 
much better crops.
